serve in a way as a retaiation of restrictions limiting withdrawals to 
five cases of all kinds of liquors under one permit.

determination of the number of such permits lo he issued for any retail 
druggist, however. 
Officials said that where proof was given, a larg« 


quantity than the 200 gallon maximum might ho withdrawn, but investi- 
gations of, sales by the average retail druggist had convinced officials 
that the limit set was sufficient to meet average needs.

WASHINGTON'. March 31—(By As- 
sociated Press)—Charitable organiza- 
tions constituted on "a strictly non- 
poHtieal basis" in this country which 
de-sire to deal "in an Impartial spirit 
with any case ot Irish distress1' will 
find no unnecessary difficulties in their 
way, 
the British embassy said in a 


communication on the subject made 
public last nieht. 


The communication follows: 
"Widespread 
misapprehension 
ap- 


pears to exist In regard to tho neces- 
sity of raising funds from American 
sources for relief work in Ireland and 
it may consequently be helpful to per- 
sons genuinely anxious to engage. In 
philanthropic work if they are mado 
acquainted with the following; facts: 


"banking and trade statistics and 


lax returns show that Ireland as 
whole has never been more prosperous 
than,at the present time. Cases of un- 
employment exist as a result of the 
world-wldo depression in trade, but 
this depression has been less severely 
felt in Ireland than in England owing 
to the fact that Ireland Is largely 
agricultural country. 


"Apart from these cases of genuine 


unemployment, common to all coun- 
tries at the present moment, and apart 
from the unhappy but normal povcrt> 
of the skim:} of towns, every case of 
distress and destitution is directly due 
to the effects of the Sinn Fein rebol- 
Iton. Steps have been taken to meet 
even these cases. 


"Millions of pounds have been avail- 


able from money raised by taxation in 
the United Kingdom to build houses 
to encourage land settlements And to 
promote employment schemes and the 
general work of reconstruction, but 
the counties and cities of Ireland whlcl 
aro Sinn Fein In sympathy refuse to 
accept this money and prefer to ap 
peal to America for charity.
